\ \ 7 Hereas upon the 12, of 7anuary laſt paſt (amongſt other things in that 


Order;) It 1s ordered by the Lords and Commons in Parliament, in 

Y theſewords : And for the better ſafeguard of the Tower, It is further 
Ordered by both Houſes ct Parliament, That the Sheriffs of London and Middle- 
ſex, ſhall appoint and place a ſufticient Guard about the Tower, both by Land and 
Water,under the Command of Serjeant Major Generall Skijtpiv, Commanderof 
the Gruards of the Parliament, And thatthoſe Guards be carefull to ſee the former 
Orderobſerved. Now whereas the ſaid Serjeant Major having (in his great care 


* andfaithfullneſſe) givenhis advicetothe ſaid Sheriffs, concerning what Guards he 
conceived to be fitting , and how the ſame Cruards ought to have been Ordered by 
Y ater anc ned, asSNc 9) bj 027: 0a'9:1819:+:4i015 I1ttertTc - 
alſo the ſaid Serjeant Major hath given his further advice and Order rodivers other 
perſons concerning the timely diſcovery, and preventing of any thing that might 

have been attempted or done contrary tothe intent of the ſaid Order of both Houſes 
of Parliament. | 

And whereas the ſaid Serjeant Major Skippor hath according to the truſt repoſed 
in him by the Citieof London, placed the Trained-Bands of the faid Catie, at the 
further end of Tower-Strect, and in ſuch other places within and about the Catie, 
as he conceived to be moſt for the ſatety of the Citie : Alland every particular of 
the which premiſles, and whatſoever elſein the ſame kinde, and to the ſameends, 
that he the aid Serjeant Major hath adviſed,or done,or (hall adviſeor do according 
to the Order aforeſaid, 1s hereby well approved oft, and fully warranted by both 
Houſes of Parliament, as being for the Reall good ſerviceof His Majeſty, and the 
Common-wealth; asalſo for the ſafety of the Parliament and Citie : And 1s1nall 
andevery part thereof according to his Duty, the laſt Proteſtation, and the Laws of 
this Kingdom. Andif any perſon ſhall arreſt, orany other way trouble him for 
ſodoing, he doth break the Priviledggof Parliament, Violate the Liberty of the 
Subject, andis hereby declared an cn to the Common-wealth.
